ASHINGTON, April 2.—Following is the full text of the address of President Wilson to 
Congress in extraordinary session in which he asked Congress to declare a state of war ex- 
isting between the United States and Germany: 

I have called the Congress into extraordinary session because there are serious, very serious 
choices of policy to be made, and made immediately, which it was neither right nor constitutional- 
ly permissible that | should assume the responsibility of making. 

On the third of February last | officially laid before you the extraordinary announcement 
of the imperial German government that on and after the first day of February it was its purpose 
to put aside all restraints of law or of humanity and use its submarines to sink every vessel that | 
sought to approach the ports of Great Britain or Ireland or the western ports of Europe or any | 
of the ports controlled by the enemies of Germany in the Mediterranean. That has seemed to be 
the object of the German submarine warfare earlier in the war, but since April of last year the | 
imperial government has somewhat restrained the commanders of its undersea craft in conform- 
ity with its promise then given to us that passenger boats should not be sunk and that due warn- 
ing would be given to all other vessels which its submarines might seek to destroy when no re-| 


fair chance to save their lives in their open boats. Their precautions taken were meager and hap- 
hazard enough as was proved in distressing instance after instance in the progress of the cruel and 
unmanly business, but a certain degree of restraint was observed. 

RESTRICTIONS SWEPT ASIDE. 

The new policy has swept every restriction aside. Vessels of every kind. whatever their flag, 
their character, their cargo, their destination, their errand, have been ruthlessly sent to the bot- 
tom without warning and without thought of help or mercy for those on board, the vessels of 
friendly neutrals along with belligerents. Even hospital ships and ships carrying relief to the 
sorely bereaved and stricken people of Belgium, though the latter were provided the most safe 
conduct through the prescribed areas by the German government itself and were distinguished by 
unmistakable marks of identity, have been sunk with the same reckless lack of compassion or 
principle. 

I was for a little while unable to believe that such things would in fact be done by any gov- 
ernment that had hitherto subscribed to the humane practice of tivilized nations. International 
law Kad its origin in the attempt to set up some law which would be respected and observed upon 
thé seas, where no nation had right of dominion and which were the free highways of the world. By 
painful stage after stage has that law been built up with meager enough results, indeed, after all was 
accomplished that could be accomplishéd, but always with a clear view, at least, of what the 
heart and conscience of mankind demanded. 

This minimum of right the German government has swept aside under the plea of retaliation 
and necessity and because it had no weapons which it could use at sea except these, which it is 
impossible to employ as it is employing them without throwing to the winds all scruples of human- 
ity or of respect for the understandings that were supposed to underlie the intercourse of the 


world.

NOT DESIRABLE. 


Wilson’s Address Impassionate but Unmeasured Denun- 


ciation of Course of German Imperial Government, 
Which He Says is Challenge to All Mankind. 


ASHINGTON, April 2.— 
President Wilson tonight 

urged Congress, assem- 

bled in joint session, to declare 
a state of war existing between 
the United States and Germany. 

In a dispassionate, but un- 
measured, denunciation of the 
course of the imperial German 
government, which he charac- 
terized as a challenge to all 
mankind and a warfare against 
all nations, the President de- 
clared that neutrality no longer 
was feasible or desirable where 
the peace of the world was in- 
volved; that armed neutrality 
had become ineffectual enough 
at best, and was Hkely to pro- 
duce what it was meant to pre- 
vent, and urged that Congress 
accept the gauge of battle with 
all the resources of the nation. 

“] advise that the Congress 
declare the recent course of the 
imperial German to 
be in fact nothing less than war 
against the government and 
people of the United States,” 
said the President; that it 
formally accept the status of 
belligerent which has thus been 
thrust upon it, and that it take 
steps not only to put the coun- 
try in a more thorough state of 
defense, but also to exert all its 
power and employ all its re- 
sources to bring the government 
of the German empire to terms 
and end the war.” 

RESOLUTIONS. 

When the President had fin- 
ished speaking, resolutions to 
declare a state of war existing 
were introduced in both houses 
of Con . referred to appro- 
priate committees, and will be 
debated tomorrow. There is no 
doubt of their passage. 

The objects of the United 
States in entering the war, the 
President said, are to vindicate 
the principles of peace and jus- 
tice against “selfish and auto- 
cratic power without selfish 
ends, for conquest or dominion, 
seeking no indemnities or ma- 
terial compensations for the 
sacrifices it shall make. 
United States must enter the 
war, he said, to make the world 
safe for democracy, as only one 
of the champions of the rights 
of mankind, and would be satis- 
fied when those rights were as 
secure as the faith and freedom 
of nations could make them. 

The President's address was 
sent in full to Germany by a 
German official news agency for 
publication in that country. The 
text also went to England, and 
a summary of its contents was 
sent around the world to other 
nations.

national unity of council, our 
peace within and without, our 
industries and our commerce.” 

It was evident, the President 
added, that the sples were here 
even before the. war 
That the German government 
means to stir up enemies at the 
very doors of the United States 
was eloquently proved, he said, 
by the revelation of the plot 
to embroil Japan and Mee:

“We are accepting this chal- 
lenge of hostile purpose,” said 
the President, “because we know 
that in such a government, fol- 
lowing such methods, We can 
never have a friend; and that 
in the presence of its organized 
power always lying In. walt to ge- 
complish we know not what pur- 
pose, there can be no assured 
security for the democratic 
governments of the world.”

GERMANS FOUND GUILTY 
ON FEDERAL CHARGE. 


Plot to Destroy Entente Vessels 
by Piacing Time Bombs Aboard

NEW YORK, April 2.—Six Ger- 
mans were convicted by a jury in 
the Federal District Court here to- 
day of conspiracy to destroy steam- 
ships carrying food and munitions 
from this port for the Entente Allies 
by means of incendiary bombs. 

The men found guilty are Capt. 
Charles von Kleist of Hoboken, a 
chemist; Karl Schmidt, chief engi- 
neer of the German steamship 
Friedrich der Grosse; Ernst Becker, 
Frederick Karbade, Wilhelm 
Parades and George Praedel, all as- 
sistant engineers of the same vessel. 
The jury was eut fifty minutes. 

HEAR 8 ENCE FRIDAY. 

The six men will be sentenced 
Friday. The maximum punishment 
tor their offemse is two years. 

Capt. Otto Wolpert, pier superin- 
tendent of the Atlas line, and Capt.

OMINGER BILL WINS 
IN SENATE REHEARING. 


Wet Forces Rely on the Assembly to 
Halt Its Enactment. 


ACRAMENTO, April 2.—The 

wets went down for the count 

in both houses today, just at 
the time their supporters were 
boasting that both the Assembly and 
the Senate were “dripping wet.” 
While the Senate was reconsidering 
and passing the Rominger anti-sa- 
loon bill, the Assembly waked up 
and passed an amendment to the 
“day of rest” bill, which provides 
that all saloons shall be closed on 
Sunday. 

For the first time the weight of 
the grape lobby made itself felt. 
Two Senators from wine districts, 
Stuckenbruck of San Joaquin and 
Carr of Alameda, returned this 
morning from a visit to the home 
folks over Sunday with the an- 
nouncement that the sentiment in 
their districts was overwhelmingly 
in favor of the anti-saloon bill. This 
caught the liquor men wholly off 
their guard. When the bill was 
beaten in the Senate last Wednes- 
day the wine men seemed to be 
reconciled to the result and the 
liquor men who had formed the wet 
lobby returned to their homes re- 
joicing. Hurried wires were sent 
out at noon and an attempt was 
made to stave off the vote, but the 
dry forces knew their strength and 
succeeded in limiting the debate to 
two hours for each side. Neither 
side consumed ite time, however, as 
all knew that Stuckenbruck had 
switched and that the roll call Was 
but a formality.

Senator Stuckenbruck before 
noon declared his intention, be- 
cause of requests from his district, 
to vote for the bill, but F. M. Carr's 
vote came as a surprise. 

DISTRICT WANTED IT. 

In explanation of his change of 
heart Stuckenbruck said that he 
still believes the Rominger bill will 
foree total prohibition, but that he 
was voting for it because the wine 
and grape men in his district were 
almost unanimous in their support 
of it. 

“T have accepted the opinion of 
my district against my own judg- 
ment,” he said in conclusion. “I 
regret that in changing my vote it 
may appear that I have been cowed 
by the Hearst papers. They printed 
scandalous and scurrilous state- 
ments about me when I yoted 


against the bill and my chief disap- 


pointment now is that they will be 
crowing and claiming the glory for 
my change of vote. If the Hearst 
papers had let Rominger alone 
there would not have been so much 
opposition to the bill.” 
ANGELENOS STATE VIEWS. 
Senators Ballard and Chamber- 
lain of Los Angeles said they voted 
against the bill because it was very 
similar to a proposed city ordinance 
which the electors of their districts 
voted down recently by more than

Rominger made a strong argument 
for his bill in the closing address. 
He said it was not a newspaper bill, 
was never intended as such and that 
he seriously regretted that some had 
so regarded it, 

“I presented this bill in good 
faith,” he said. “I do not know 
whether it will lead to ultimate pro- 
hibition, but I do know that it will 
close the open bar and will do much 
to reduce crime and poverty in Cali- 
fornia. I have accepted support 
from all sources and the bill rep- 
resents no faction, no set of reform- 
ers, but it is a measure which aims 
honestly to give us a bigger, cleaner 
and better State.” 

Senator Scott of San Francisco 
scored the Moralists““ who were sup- 
porting this measure as something 
to protect the women and young 
girls “who has not heard of young 
girls being lured to their ruin in a 
saloon in California?’ he asked and 
“who has not heard of their being 
lured to their ruin in restaurants 
and cafes? Saloon parties are all 
stag parties. The pits of shame are 


left open in this bill and the saloons 
are closed. This ig thinly masked 
hypocrisy.” 

LYON ASKS RECONSIDERATION. 


Senator Lyon of Los Angeles 
changed his vote from “No” to “Aye” 
and gave notice of reconsideration. 
This gave the bill twenty-three votes. 
Twenty-one were nec to secure 
Its passage. The lines are so closely 
drawn now, however, that no one re- 
gards seriously the reconsideration 
asked by the “wets,” its chief ad- 
vantage will be that it will delay by 
two or three days the time when 
the bill will be reported to the As- 
sembly. 

Speculation is rife tonight as to 
what the Assembly will do with the 
Rominger bill. It has been regarded 
as wet“ by about seven votes; but 
in voting on the “day of rest” bill 
this afternoon forty-seven Assembly- 
men voted to close all saloons on 
Sunday. This is taken by the drys 
as an indication that the Assembly 
is drying up rapidly and that the 
Rominger bill will pass without 
amendment. 

On the streets, however, the opin- 
fon prevails that the Rominger bill 
will never get out of the Assembly 
alive. In some of the cigar stands 
and saloons wagers have been made 
at odds of ten to six that it will not 
pass Assembly. One element in fa- 
vor of the “wets” is that of time. 
There are less than four weeks of 


the session remaining; a filibuster in 
committee can do much to delay the 
bill and in the rush of the closing 
hours of the session it may be

Late this afternoon he stretched 
his legs again by walking over to 
the office of Mr. Daniels, Secretary 
of the Navy, where he ran into a 
conference between Mr. Daniels and 
the General Board of the Navy. The 
President left quickly and strolled 
around to the office of Mr. Lansing, 
Secretary of State, where he visited 
for about five minutes. 

Senator Simmons was an early 
caller at the White House, but did 
not see the President. Senator Sim- 
mons had been conferatng with dif- 
ferent department heads relative to 
the possible appropriations required 
by each after Congress had acted on 
the resolution.

Materially amended to make it 
effective in promptly raising armed 
forces, Senator Chamberlain, chair- 
man of the Senate Military Commit- 
tee, virtually completed his univer- 
sal compulsory military training 
bill. 
The chief change provides for 
registration and training this year 
of men between 20 and 23. In sub- 
sequent years men of 21, 22 and 23 
years would be subject to training 
upon call of the President. 

The most important changes in 
his new bill, Senator Chamberlain 
said, are: 

“In 1917 those 20 years of age, 
instead of 19, will be trained, and 
if the President finds that the na- 
tional defense so requires he may 
by proclamation also call out for 
training all those of the ages of 21, 
22 and 23. 

“In 1917 the President, even 
though he does not find it necessary 
to call out those of 21, 22 and 23 
years, may require them to 
and be examined.” 

How many. men a call upon those 
from 20 to 23 years of age would 
raise, Senator Chamberlain said, was 
problematical, but he estimated the 
number at between 1,500,000 and 
2,000,000. © 

The army and military academy 
appropriation bills, aggregating ap- 
proximately $450,000,000, were re- 
introduced with plans for rushing 
them through the House. 


Popular subscription of a %500,-

is a War against all nations. Amer- 
ican ships have been sunk; Amer- 
ican lives taken, in ways which it 
has stirred us very deeply to learn 
of, but the ships and peaple of other 
neutral and friendly nations have 
been sunk and overwhelmed in the 
waters in the same way. There has 
been no discrimination. The chal- 
lenge is to all mankind. Each na- 
tion must decide for itself how it 
will meet it. The choice we mak® 
for ourselves must be made with a 
moderation of counsel and a temper- 
ateness of judgment befitting our 
character and our motives as a na- 
tion. We must put excited feeling 
away. Our motives will not be re- 
venge, or the victorious assertion of 
the physical might of the nation, but 
only the vindication of right, of hu- 
man right, of which we are only a 
single champion. 
OUR NEUTRAL RIGHTS. 


“When I addressed the Congress on 
the 26th of February, last, I thought 
that tt would suffice to assert our 
neutral rights with arms, our right 
to use the seas against unlawful in- 
terference, our right to keep our 
people safe against unlawful vio- 
lence. But armed neutrality, it now 
appears, is impracticable. Because 
submarines are, in effect, outlaws 
when used as the German submarines 
have been used against merchant 
shipping. it is impossible, to defend 
ships against their attacks as the 
law of nations has assumed that 
merchantmen would defend them- 
selves against privateers or cruisers, 
visible craft giving chase upon the 
open sea. It is common prudence 
in such circumstances, grim neces- 
sity, indeed, to endeavor to destroy 
them before they have shown their 
own intention. They must be dealt 
with upon sight, if dealt with at all. 

The German government denies 
the right of neutrals to use arms 
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Nature oſten needs help to keep 
the digestive system in a normal 
condition, and with the aid of 
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defense of rights which no modern 
publicist has ever before questioned 
their right to defend. The intima- 
tion is conveyed that the armed 
guards which we have placed on our 
merchant ships will be treated as 
beyond the pale of law and subject 
to be dealt with as pirates would be. 
Armed neutrality is ineffectual 
enough at best; in such circum- 
tensions it is worse than ineffectual; 
it is Mkely to, produce what 
was meant to prevent; it 
practically certain to draw us into 
the war without either the rights 
or the effectiveness of beiligerents. 


NO SUBMISSION, 


There is one choice we cannot 
make, we are incapable of making. 
We will not choose the path of 
submission and suffer the most 
sacred rights of our pation and our 
People to be ignored or violated. 
Tho wrongs against which we now 
array ourselves are not common 
wrongs; they cut to the very roots 
of human life. 

With a profound sense of the 
solemn and even tragical character 
of the step I am taking, and the 
grave, solemn responsibilities which 
it involves, but in wunhesitating 
obedience to what I deem my con- 
stitutional duty, I advise that the 
Congress declare the recent course 
of the imperial German vernment 
to be, in fact, nothing less than war 
against the government. and people 
of the United States; that it form- 
ally accept the status of belliger- 
ent, which has thus been thrust

It must 
be a league of honor, a partner- 
ship of opinion, would eat 
its vitals away; the plottings of in- 
ner circles, who could plan what 
they would and render account to 
no one, would be a corruption seated 
at its very heart. Only free peoples 
can hold their purpose and their 
honor steady to a common end and 
prefer the interests of mankind to 
any narrow interest of their own. 

Does not every American feel that 
assurance has been added to our 
hope for the future peace of the 
world by the wonderful and heart- 
ening things that have been hap- 
pening within the last few weeks in 
Russia 


Russia was known by those who | 


knew it best to have been always, in 
fact, democratic at heart, in all the 
vital habits of her thought, in all 
the intimate relationships of her 
people that spoke their natural in- 
stinct, thelr habitual attitude to- 
wards life. 

The autocracy that crowned the 
summit of her political structure, 
long as it had stood and terrible as 
was the reality of tts power, was 
not, in fact, Russian in origin. 
character, or purpose, and now it 
has been shaken off, and the. great, 
generous Russian people have been 
added in all their native majesty 
and might to the forces that are 
fighting for freedom in the world, 
for justice and for peace. Here is 
a fit partner for a league of honor. 

PRUSSIAN AUTOCRACY. 

One of the things that has served 
to convince us that the Prussian 
— _________ ] 
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waged in the interest of dynasties |! 


autocracy was not, and could never 
be our friend is that from the very 
outset of the present war it has 
filled our unsuspecting communities 
and even our offices of government 
with spies and set criminal in- 
trigues every w afoot against 
our national unity ‘of council, our 
Peace within and without, our in- 
dustries and our commerce, 

Indeed, it is now evident that its 
spies were here even before the war 
began and it is unhappily not a 
matter of conjecture, but a fact 
proved in our courts of justice, that 
the intrigues which have more than 
onde come perilously near to dis- 
turbing the peace and dislocating 
the industries of the country have 
been carried on at the instigation, 
with the support, and even under 
the personal direction of official 
agents of the imperial government 
accredited to the government of the 
United States. 

GENEROUS INTERPRETATION. 


Even in checking these things and 
trying to extirpate them we have 
sought to put the most generous in- 
terpretations possible upon them 
because we knew that their source 
lay not in any hostile feeling or 
purpose of the German people to- 
wards us (who were, no doubt, as 
ignorant of them as we ourselves 
were,) but only in the selfish de- 
signs of a government that did what 
it pleased and told its people noth- 
ing. But they have planned their 
part in serving to convince us at 
last that that government enter- 
tains no real friendship for us and 
means to act against our peace and 
security at its convenience. That it 
means to stir up enemies against us 
at our very doors, the intercepted 
note to the German Minister at 
Mexico City is eloquent evidence. 

We are accepting this challenge 
of hostile purpose because we know 
that in such a government, follow- 
ing such methods, we can never 
have a friend; that in the presence 
of its organized power, always lying 
in wait to accomplish we know not 
what purpose, there can be no as- 
sured security for 
governments of the world. 

THE GAGE OF BATTLE. 


We are now about to accept the 
gage of battle with this national foe 
to liberty and shall, if necessary, 
spend the whole force of the nation 
to check and nullify its pretensions 
and its power. We are glad, now 
that we see the facts with no veil 
of false pretense about them, to 
fight thus for the ultimate peace of 
the world and for the liberation of 
its peoples, the German peoples in- 
cluded; for the rights of nations 
great and small and the privileges 
of men everywhere to choose their 
way of life and of obedience. The 
world must be made safe for democ- 
racy. Its peace must be planted upon 
8 foundations of politica) 

y. 
We have no selfish ends to serve. 
We desire no conquest, no dominion. 
We seek no indemnities for our- 
selves, no material compensation 
for the sacrifices we shall freely 
make. We are but one of the cham- 
pions of the rights of mankind. We 
shall be satisfied when those rights 
have been as secure as the faith and 
— freedom of the nations can make 

Just because we fight without ran- 
cour and without selfish objecta, 
seeking nothing for ourselves but 
what we shall wish to share as free 
peoples, we shall, I feel confident, 
conduct our operations as belliger- 
ents without passion and ourselves 
observe with proud punctilio the 
Principles of right and of fair play 
we profess to be fighting for. 

AS TO GERMANY’'S ALLIBS. 

I have said nothing of the gov- 
erments allied 


u us 
or challenged us to def our right 
and our honor. The Austro-Hun- 
garian government has, indeed, 
avowed its unqualified tndorsement 
and acceptance of the reckless and 
lawless submarine warfare, adopted 
now without disguise by the im- 
perial German government, and it 
has therefore not been possible for 
this government to receive Count 
Tarnowski, the Ambassador recent- 
ly accredited to this government by 
the imperial and royal government 
of Austria-Hungary; but that gov- 
ernment has not actually engaged in 
warfare against citizens of the 
United States on the seas and I take 
the liberty, for the present, at least, 
of ning a decision of our re- 
lations with the authorities at Vien- 
na. We enter this war only where we 
are clearly forced into it, because 
there are no other means of defend- 


mosity toward a people, or with the 
desire to bring any injury or disad- 
Vantage upon them, but only in 
armed opposition to an irresponsible 
government which has thrown aside 
all considerations of humanity and 
of right and is running amuck. 

We are, let me say again, the sin- 
cere friends of the German people, 
and shall desire nothing as much as 


the early re-establishment of inti-/|* 


mate relations of mutual advantage 
between us—however hard it may be 
for them, for the time being, to de- 
lieve that this is spoken from our 
hearts. We have borne with their 
present government through all these 
bitter months because of their 
friendship—exercising a patience and 
forbearance which would otherwise 
have been impossible. We shall, 
happily, still have an opportunity 
to prove that friendship in our dally 
attitude and actions towards the 
millions of men and women of Ger- 
man birth and native sympathy who 
live amongst us and share our life, 
and we shall be proud to prove it 
towards all who are, in fact, loyal to 
their neighbors and to the govern- 
ment in the hour of test. They are, 
most of them, as true and loyal 
Americans as if they had never 
known any other fealty or allegiance. 
They will be prompt to stand with 
us in rebuking and restraining the 
few who may be of a different mind 
and purpose. If there should be 
disloyalty, it will be dealt with with 
a firm hand of stern repression: but, 
if it lifts ita head at all, it will lift 
it only here and there and without 
countenance except from ea lawless 
and malignant few. 

It is a distressing and oppressive 
duty, gentlemen of the Congress, 
which I have performed in thus ad- 
dressing you. There are, it may be, 
many months of fiery trial and sacri- 
fice ahead of us. It is a fearful 
thing to lead this great peaceful 
country into war, into the most ter- 
rible and disastrous of all wars, 
civilization itself seeming to be in 
the balance. But the right is more 
precious than peace and we shall 
fight for the things which we have 
always carried nearest our hearte— 
for democracy, for the right of those 
who submit to authority to have a 
voice in their own governments, for 
the rights and Iſberties of small na- 
tions, for a universal dominion of 
right by such a concert of free peo- 
ples as shall bring peace and safety 
to all nations, and make the world 
itself at last free. To such a task 
we can dedicate our lives and our 
fortunes, that we are and

An investigation, however, re- 
vealed that Doerrier had consulted 
with local chemists regarding sul- 
phuric acid and nitric acid, and when 
told that he could purchase these 
chemicals upon signing the poison 
book, had deferred the purchase. 
From drug store to drug store, he 
was trailed by the officers, hig ac- 
tion in postponing a purchase when 
told that he would have to sign for 
it being identical. 

Late yesterday afternoon Doerrier 
feigned illness and mental aberration 
until cross-questioned sharply.

UNIVERSAL TRAINING’S 
DEMAND OF ENGINEERS.

OLLOWING receipt yesterday of 
instructions to proceed immedi- 
ately to the mobilization camp 

at Arcadia, Col. Charles F. Hutchins, 
his staff, three companies and a sani- 
tary detachment of the Seventh 
Regiment, N. G. C., moved from the 
Armory at Exposition Park to the 
Santa Anita Rancho. The four other 
companies of the Seventh will go 
into camp as soon as they reach 
minimum strength, which is expect- 
ed to be today. 

The organization that went to Ar- 
cadia yesterday were Regimental 
Headquarters Company, Capt. H. E. 
Kunkel; the Machine Gun Company, 
Capt. 8. E. Boothe; the Supply Com- 
pany, Capt. A. F. Moulton, and the 
Sanitary Detachment, Maj. Frank C. 
Wiser. Co. C, Capt. Edward N. 
Marxen, will be the first to depart 
today, as it has recruited: up to 
eighty mtn, or fifteen more than the 
minimum. 

No excitement marked the depart- 
ure of the troops. A few mothers 
and wives of the men, red-eyed, but 
bearing up bravely, and a bunch of 
small boys, were on hand, but the 
general public,’ not having been 
made acquainted with the fact that 
some of the companies were to leave, 
was conspicuous by its absence.

The last stronghold of the sport 
of kings in Southern California has 
become the mobiligation camp of 
the State’s militia. 

Col. Hutchins and hie staff ar- 
rived at Camp Santa Anita yester- 
day morning. With him were - 
teen officers and 108 militiamen, in- 
cluding, in addition to headquarters 
etaff, the supply company, sanitary 
detachment and machine gun com- 
pany. Owing to delays in securing 
transportation, the machine gun 
company did not arrive until 4:30 
in the afternoon.

This situation is brought 
on by the development of city life 
at the expense of country life. The 
thing that influences the people is 
pleasure, amusement, excitement, 
fashion and all forms of soul dete 
riorating experiences. That is 
what abandonment of the soul 
means. The tendency will change. 
There will come a time when 
men will not be able to make 
their living in town and they will 
pine for the opportunity to grow 
‘potatoes and reap the fruit of the 
hens’ nests. We have too much de 
pended upon the increase of knowl- 
edge in respect to horticulture and 
agriculture to win the boys back to 
the farm, but it is not doing it. Sei- 
ence ought to keep the boys there, 
but it doesn’t. Something else is 
needed. A social status, probably.

It will be a 
long time before this country has 
24,000 men at the same kind of de- 
fense educational work, though that 
is only a fair proportion for the 
number of people to be protected 
and too small a proportion for the 
number and value of the industries 
to be protected.

Utilities Board Reports on 
Insurance Concern. 


Writes Millions for Busses on 
Little Capital? 


Council Decides that More 
Inquiry is Needed. 


An important question relating to 


public carriers came up before the 
Council yesterday when an attempt 
was made to have it approve of 
one of the bonding companies which 
as been writing insurance for jit- 
ney-bus owners in this city. Whether 
a company with paid in capital of 
only $25,000 can give proper secur- 
ity to those e ed in the business 
of carrying passengers through the 
streets is the main point at issue and 
the Council referred the matter back 
to the Board of Public Utilities for 
further investigation. 

The board recently reported to the 
Council that one of the insurance 
companies, which has done a large 
portion of the business with the jit- 
ney-bus owners, has a capital stock 
of $25,000, while the amount of in- 
surance carried in Los Angeles alone 
is about $4,500,000. Its total busi- 
ness in the State is said to be nearly 
$14,000,000. 

“Street railways are amply se- 
cured against by their 
Physical valuation while jitney-bus 
owners as a rule have nothing be- 
hind them but their little cars.” say 
those who are opposed to approv 
the insurance company. 

“If there should be a big acci- 
dent in Los Angeles, in which two 
or three jitney busses crash, the 
damages might far exceed the capital 
stock of this company. As a result 
the citizens are not secured.“
